Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

Sinners No Doctor, Yes Doctor is a DVD intended for the adult market. It is produced in the 
Netherlands and consists of a main feature, a slide show, and a “behind-the-scenes” segment. The 
dialogue is minimal, scarcely audible, and in Dutch without subtitles. 

The main feature involves a male doctor and a female nurse engaging in a variety of sexual 
activities with two patients, a man and a woman. Although it is an obvious fiction the set consists 
of an authentic looking surgery, and the actors utilise actual medical equipment. The film contains 
explicit sexual activity including masturbation, cunnilingus, vaginal and anal intercourse, digital 
vaginal and anal penetration, and male ejaculation. Thermometers and test tubes are inserted into 
the woman patient’s anus, and a speculum is used to examine inside her vagina. 

The “behind the scenes” segment involves seeing the actors prepare for their roles, and pose for a 
photographer. The slide show consists of a variety of sexually explicit shots from the feature. 
Sinners No Doctor, Yes Doctor deals with matters such as sex in terms of section 3(1) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the Act) and passes through that particular 
gateway. 
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Section 3(2)(a) of the Act does not apply, as each of the actors is clearly an adult. Nor is there the 
use of violence, sexual conduct with or upon the body of a dead person, the use of urine or 
excrement, bestiality, or acts of torture or the infliction of extreme violence or extreme cruelty as is 
required by the remainder of section 3(2). 


The issue of a degrading or dehumanising or demeaning activity 

The words dehumanising, demeaning and degrading are not defined in the Act. In previous 
decisions including Huffman (2004) this Board has adopted the definitions of these words as set out 
in the Concise Oxford Dictionary. 

The definitions are as follows: 

“ Degrade— Reduce fo lower rank, esp. as punishment; bring into dishonour or contempt.” 

“Dehumanise - Divest of human characteristics; make impersonal or machine-like” 

“Demean — Dower the dignity of.” 

The Board considers that much of the depicted activity could be considered to be degrading or 
dehumanising or demeaning. The degrading activity 7 includes the following: 

(a) Ejaculation on the faces of the females, 

(b) The use of stirrups by the female actors, 

(c) The use of a speculum to distend the vagina of one of the actors and allow the viewer to 
see inside her vagina, 

(d) The insertion of the test tube into the anus of one of the female actors, 

(e) The use of the thermometer to penetrate the anus and vagina for sexual purposes, 

(f) The sexualising of accepted medical procedures. 

The dehumanising activity includes the following: 

(a) The health risks associated with the repeated alternation between anal and vaginal 
penetration were of concern to the Board, 

(b) The excessive close up of the inside of the brunette actress’s vagina, 

(c) The use of the stirrups. 

Each of the activities described above could also be considered demeaning. 


Dominant Effect 

With respect to section 3(4) of the Act, the dominant effect of the film is the continuous explicit 
portrayal of sex. The film was shot on digital video and has no artistic merit. The quality of the 
cinematography is, at best adequate for the intended purpose. The publication is obviously aimed 
at the adult viewer and is intended for those who wish to view explicit sexual activity taking place. 


Other Relevant Matters 

Other relevant matters that the Board considered included the unsafe sexual activities depicted and 
the possible undermining of public health programmes by the inappropriate use of medical 
equipment. These matters, particularly the inappropriate use of equipment gave the Board 
considerable concern. 
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The overall effect of the various activities described led the Board to conclude that the appropriate 
rating for the Film was that of objectionable if it remained in its then current form because of the 
following scenes: 

(a) Use of the speculum at 31 minutes, 

(b) The insertion of a thermometer in the vagina of one of the female actresses at 32 minutes, 

(c) The insertion of the test tube in the anus of one of the female actresses at 43 minutes. 

The excisions that were required to alter the classification were as follows: 

(a) Remove all images of speculum use from the introductory montage. 

Begin the first excision any time before 24 seconds timed from the beginning of the 
feature before the image of speculum use. End the excision any time after 1 minute 39 
seconds timed from the beginning of the feature, on the image of a woman being digitally 
penetrated in her vagina by a person wearing surgical gloves. 

(b) Remove all images of speculum use from the body of the movie. 

Begin the excision any time before 32 minutes 08 seconds, on the 

image of a woman in a stirrup chair fellating a man leaning over her. End the excision any 
time after 37 minutes 31 seconds on the image of a woman in a stirrup chair fellating a 
man with two other people in attendance. 

(c) Remove all images of speculum use from the “Extra Behind The Scenes” take. Begin the 
excision any time before 30 minutes 46 seconds timed from the beginning of the DVD 
component entitled “Extra Behind The Scenes” on the close-up image of a woman 
fellating a man. End the excision any time after 31 minutes 30 seconds timed from the 
beginning of the DVD component entitled “Extra Behind The Scenes” on the close-up 
image of a woman’s breast. 

(d) Remove the still image (number nine) in the photo gallery component of the DVD that 
depicts speculum use. 

The applicant agreed to make the required excisions and did so. 


The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 

The Board bore in mind the right to the free expression of speech and ideas contained in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. All “speech” including sexually explicit material is entitled to the 
protection of the provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 

This Board has in previous reviews discussed the “five step process” set out in the decision in 
Mooney v Film <& 'Literature Board of Review (2000) 2 N ZLR 9: 

The first two steps are to identify the different possible interpretations of the word or words in the 
Act and if only one meaning is properly open to adopt it. “Degrading”, “dehumanising” and 
“demeaning” have been defined by the adoption of a dictionary definition. The Board considers 
that the definitions proposed are appropriate and adopts them. 

The third step involves identifying the extent if any to which the meaning adopted limits the 
relevant right or freedom. The Act limits the scope of the right of freedom of expression by 
allowing publications to be defined as objectionable with consequential restrictions on the ability to 
publish the publication. The definitions of the phrases used in section 3 of the Bill of Rights Act 
will accordingly affect the availability of the publication. 
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The Board is then required to consider whether the extent of such limitation, if found, can be 
demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. The Act is designed to provide a 
classification and censorship system for publications. Restrictions are a natural consequence of 
this. They must, of course, be in proportion to the importance of the objective, and interfere as 
little as possible with the right or freedom affected. The Board is obliged to balance the value of 
freedom of expression against the need to protect persons, particularly young persons, from the 
various parts of the publication identified as of concern. 

The fifth step requires the Board to consider whether the limitations it has placed on Sinners No 
Doctor, Yes Doctor are justified on balance, taking into account the intention of the Act underwhich 
the Board is required to make its decision. The Board considers that the restriction on publication 
“can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society” as required by section 5 of the Bill 
of Rights Act. 


Decision 

Taking all the above matters into account, the Board determined that Sinners No Doctor, Yes Doctor 
be classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons 
who have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
